Saying he had been told the west 
was pervaded by “what is called 
radicalism,” the president declared 
the only way to keep men from agi- 
tating against grievance was to re- 
‘move the grievances. As long as 
“things are wrong,” he said, he did 
not intend to ask that men stop ag- 
itating, begging only that they use 


orderly methods. 
He said radical'sm meant cutting 


up by the roots by the a process that 
would be unnecessary if “noxious 
growths” were removed. 
Task Only Half Done. 
When the president was intro- 
duced by Governor Sam Stewart 


at his night address here, the crow. 


stood up and cheered. 

Mr. Wilson sa‘d that the issue aft- 
er all was whether the sacrifices of 
the war would be in vain. The 
task of those who fought was only 
half done, he declared, and if the 
treaty was not put into effect “men 
like these will have to dle again.” 

The United States, said the pres- 
ident, did not go into this war will- 
ingly. and the nation had tried to 
convince itself “that the European 


business was not our business.” But 
presently, he continued, it became 
apparent that civilization itself was 
at stake.

CONGRESS UNWISE 
TO TRY TO ALTER 
PACT, SAYS WILSON 


Billings, Mont., September 11.— 
Laying his appeal for the peace 
treaty before the people of Mon- 
tana today, President, Wilson de- 
elared the question of its ratifica- 
tion was a question whether the 
United States would fulfill its 
pledges to its peple and to the 


world. 
There were two addresses on his 


day's program, Mr, Wilson speaking 
at the Billings auditorium before 
noon so that he could reach Helena 
in time for a meeting at night. He 
arrived here from Bismarck, N. D., 
only a short time before the hour 
for his address. at the auditori- 
um here found all of the 8,000 seats 
taken and many standing. 

Mayor W. M. Lee Mains, introduc- 
ing the president, eaid that where 
a man went across the sea and did 
the major portion of the work of 
“fighting the whole world’s trou- 
bles, he was some man.” Yells from 
the crowd greetea this declaration 
and there were more cheers when 
the mayor’s little daughter present- 
ed a bouquet to Mrs. Wilson.

Mr. Wilson said he had come west 
“to consult” with the people in the 
light of circumstances which affect- 
ed the whole world. Everywhere, 
he declared, the human heart beats 
the same and on ‘poth sides of: the 
ocean there was a sincere desire that 
there should be no more war.

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Twenty Drowned 


As Ward Steamer 
Sinks in Storm 


Nine Famished Survivors 
Reach Miami, After 
Drifting on Upturned 
Lifeboat for Two Days. 


Miam!, Fla., September 11.—Nine 
survivors of a crew of thirty-six 


Corydon, which foundered off the 
Florida coast during Tuesday’s hur- 
icane, were brought here today by 
the fishing schooner Island Home. 

They had been adrift on an up- 
turned lifeboat without food and 
water for two days. 

‘The Corydon went down in the 
Bahama channel at 10:30 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, carrying with her 
all lifeboats except. one, and only 
nine persons brought here sur- 
vived. Cc. C. Christianson, captain 
of the Corydon, refused to leave his 
vessel and went down with her, ac- 
cording to survivors. 

The Island Home left here early 
Wednesday morning in response to 
a message, evidently relayed and 
garbled in transmission, which said: 
“Forty-five persons ars adrift be- 
tween Foney Rock lighthouse and 
Cape Florida. They are in distress 
and without food.” 

The survivors were 
when brought here. 

The only one in condition to talk 
was F. Addison, supercargo of the 
Corydon. He said he was jerked 
overboard by the lifeboat in which 
he and two others were saved, 
and crawled into it, rowed around 
the vessel and assisted nine other 
men into the boat. One of these, 
John Condron, a seaman, became 
crazed from suffering and priva- 
tion Wednesday night and jumped 
overboard. 

After being adrift more than two

days without food and water and 
buffeted by wind and wave, the 
shipwrecked Men attracted the at- 
tention of the keeper of Fowey Rock 
lighthouse, who sent a meS8sage to 
Miami asking for aid for them. 


STORM NEARING 
COAST OF GULF 


Hurricane Is Expected to 
Strike Between Florida 
and Mississippi River 
Early This Morning. 


New Orleans, September 11.—The 
storm warning was extended to the 
East Texas coast here tonight by 
the district weather bureau. The 
following warning was: 

“Northwest storm warning order- 
ed 9 p. m., Texas coast, Port Ar- 
thur to Velasco. A tropical dis- 
turbance over north central gulf 
will probably . cause increasing 
northerly winds on east coast of 
Texas Friday and caution advised.” 

Following the extension of the 
storm warning a report was re- 
ceived here that a 30-1. 3» wind had 
passed over Quarantine, 50 miles 
south of New Orleans on the Mis- 
sissippi river. 

Extra precautions were taken late 
today and tonight both in the river 
harbor and in Lake Ponchatrain for 
the safety of vessels. Nineteen sub- 
marine chasers were among those 
which..@hifted their moorings and 
moved into Harvey canal. Police- 
men patrolled the lake front to 
warn schooner crews to keep in. 

Incoming trains from the Missis- 
sippi coast were heavy tonight with 
passengers who sought safety here. 
Many of them said there had been 
a general exodus on the coast. 

Harry L. Hopkins, director of civ- 
ic relief of the gulf division of the 
American Red Cross, announced that 
his force was ready to assemble 
on short notice, 

Warning of Hurricane. 

Washington, September 11.—The 
tropical storm apparently is cen- 
tral in the gulf at latitude 27, lon- 
gitude 88 degrees. Absence of re- 
ports to the weather bureau forbid 
definite location of its center, but 
it is said to be fairly probable that 
it will strike the mainland west of 
the Mississippi river. 

The weather bureau report to- 
nght said: 

“Hurricane warnings are dint 
ed from the Louisiana coast east- 
ward to Carabelle, Fla., and storm 
warnings on the northeast Texas 
coast. 


“Tropical storm apparently still 
in north central gulf, moving north- 
eastward. Owing to absence of re- 
ports it is impossible to state def- 
initely at what point it will strike 
the coast. It is fairly probable 
that it will be west of the Missis- 
sipp: river.” 

The weather bureau report ex- 
plained that the storm would first 
strike the coast west of the Misis- 
sippi, but that it was not known 
where it would strike with full 
force. From Carabelle, Fla., west- 
ward was still under hurricane warn-

Columbus, Ga.,

alleged automobile bandits, were 
rounded up and caught by a citi- 
zens’ posse near Cataula, in Harris 
county, at 4 o'clock this afternoon 
after a hundred mile dash throu gh 
west Georgia that was marked by 
crime all along the route. 

Yesterday morning an expensive 
automobile was stolen in Atlanta. 
and Columbus authorities were noti- 
fied to be on the lookout for the 


thieves, who were described as four 
young men, As the party passed 
through Palmetto, southbound, they 
robbed a gasoline tank. . 

At LaGrange they entered a store 
in broad daylight; held up the clerks 
and escaped with a carload of goods. 
At Chipley the bandits exchanged 
shots with the avwéhorities, it is re- 
ported,

STRUCK BY TRUCK, 
UHILD [5 AILLED 


‘Mary Thomas on Way 
Home From School 
When Accident Hap- 
pened—Driver Put Un- 
der Arrest. 


While on her way home from the 


Lee Street school, where she was 


a pupil in the fifth grade, Mary 
Thomas, the f-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Thomas, of 19 
Christman street, was run over and 
instantly killed by an automobile 
truck at the corner of Lee and Gor- 
don streets, West End, about 2:30 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, The 
truck was being driven by Albert 
Johnson, a 26-year-old negro, who 
was driving for a grocéry concern. 
Johnson lives at 9 Conway place. 

ImmeM@ately after her body had 
been taken from beneath the wheels 
of the heavy truck, the little child 
was removed to a drug store at Lee 
and Gordon streets for medical at- 
tention, but she died a few minutes 
later. 

Johnson was placed under arrest 
| by patrolmen, who were near the 
seene of the accident, and after a 
Short investigation at the station 
house. was held without Bond, 
| charged with reckless driving. Ac- 
l'cording to a statement made to the 
| police, Johnson declared he was 
| following a government truck go- 
ing west on Lee street. The ne- 
gro stated that he first observed 
the little girl standing on the cor- 
ner, and that he had no idea she 
would attempt to cross the street. 
Suddenly, he said, the child darted 
across the street, directly in front 
of his machine. 

John declared he was going at a 
moderate rate of speed, and stopped 
his machine within five feet after 
striking the child. Police officials

JAPS AND CHINESE

A statement issued by the Japa- 
nese government in June, 1918, in 
explanation of the Chino-Japanese 
military agreement, said it had been 
reached to meet the exigencies of 
the situation, which demanded co- 
operation between China and Ja- 
pan in resisting hostile penetration 
of Russian~territory “jeopardizing 
the peace and welfare of the Far 
East.” It was explained that the 
details of the arrangements, con- 
stituting a military secret, could not 
be made, public, but it was declared 
they contained no provisions other 
than as to the manner and condi- 
tions under which the armies and 
navies of the two countries: were to 
co-operate in the “common defense 
against the enemy.” .

Fight to Finish Between 
Massachusetts Authori- 
ties and Union Chiefs In- 
dicated in Developments 
at Boston.

Boston, September 11.—The death

With Governor Coolidge, as com- 
mander-in-chief of the state’s 
forces, in complete charge of the 
situation, the city tonight took ona 
war-like appearance. Six -machine 
guns were mounted at police head- 
quarters and troopers wearing “tin 
hats” by order «| Adjutant General 
Stevens, patrolled the streets. The 
order followed injury to several 
soldiers by flying missics 

Stores Are B Cate. 

Meanwhile shopkeepers, supple- 
menting policé and military pro- 
tection by means of their own, bar- 
ricaded the windows of their places 
of business as if to withstand a 
siege. Boards were nailed in front 
of the glass to protect it from the 
assault of bands of hoodlums who 
have been roaming the streets. 

A fight to the finish between the 
constituted authorities of state and 
city and the labor unions was indi- 
cated by developments in the po- 
licemen’s strike today. While Gov- 
ernor Coolidge was exercising his 
authority as commander-in-chief of 
the state forces to take complete 
command of the measures for pro- 
tection of the city, Mayor Peters 
was making it plain to labor leaders 
who visited city hall that the po- 
licemen’s union would not be rec- 
ognized. 

Labor Lenders Firm. 

The labor men were firm in their 
insistence that the police be permit- 
ted to affiliate with the American 
Federation of Labor, and offered to 
guarantee that the police never 
would be called out on a sympathet-

ic strike. Although the mayor said 
they had told him that they wished 
to avert a general strike, they pro- 


ceeded after their conference with 


him to'‘a meeting of the executive 
committee and past presidents of 
the Central Labor union called to 
make arrangements for a meeting 
of the central body at which action 
on the matter of a general sympa- 
thetic strike was to be taken. 

The central labor union which 
met tonight to consider the ad- 
visabllity of calling a general strike 
in sympathy with the Boston po- 
lice, adjourned without taking def- 
inite action. A secert poll was 
taken and those affiliated unions 
which have not yet voted separate- 
ly on the question of going out in 
sympathy were ordered to vote as 
soon as possible and report to a 
central Jabor union committee which 
was empowered to take any action 
deemed necessary.in the future. 

The possibility of a strike of car 
men, telephone and electrical work- 
ers and industrial employees was 
serious. What gave the authorities 
the greatest cause for anxiety, how- 
ever, was the danger that the fire- 
men might join in the movement. 
It was recognized that this would 
place the city in the gravest peril. 
A ray of hope was seen in the 
declaration of the president of the 
firemen’s union that he’ would not 
take the responsibility for a strike 
unless authorized by the American 
Federation of Labor. 

WAR DEPARTMENT 
MAY SEND TROOPS. 

Washington, September 11.—The 
war department is prepared to meet 
any request for federal troops to 
assist in maintaining order in Bos- 
ton, although Secretary Baker late 
today had not received any telegram 
from Governor Cooliidge. No in- 
structions have been sent as yet to 
Major-General Clarence R. Ed- 
wards. 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt today 
instructed the commandant of the 
Boston navy yard to establish a 
naval provost guard during the po- 
lice strike. The guard will be 
charged with keeping order among 
naval personnel but will not have 
any police authority so far as civ- 
ilians are concerned.

ATLANTA MILK PROBE 
VIGOROUSLY PUSHED 


Court Proceedings May Soon 
Be Started as Result of 
Investigation. 


Agents of the department of jus- 
tice on Thursday were vigorously 
continuing their probe into the At- 
lanta milk situation. The federal 
investigation is making careful in- 
quiries into the situation as it con- 
cerns every class of milk dealers 
in Atlanta, with the exception of 
the producer. 

The two objects in view are, first, 
to discover the reason, if there is 
one, why Atlantans are forced to 
pay so much higher for*milk than 
the inhabitants of any other city, 
and second, to investigate the the- 


ory that powdered milk is being 
prepared and sold as fresh milk. 

The investigation is slowed up by 
the fact that it is difficult to separ- 
ate the several classes of milk han- 
dlers,as some are both wholesalers 
and retailers, while some produce 
the milk for their own needs with 
the exception of some that they buy 
to complete their own  require- 
ments, 

The present profit of 35 cents be- 
tween the producer and the retail- 
er is unwarranted, says L. J. Bailey, 
chief of the southern bureau of in- 
vestigation. Some, it has been 
found, are making even a greater 
profit by the use of milk powder. 
This later practice, says Mr. Bailey, 
is not unlawful as long as the milk 
is labelled and not claimed as fresh 
milk. But the practice seems to 
have developed in Atlanta of sell- 
ing the prepared product as fresh. 

The question as to whether fed- 
eral legislation existed covering 
the sale of prepared milk as fresh 
milk has at least been temporarily 
settied by a ruling by Commission- 
er J. J. Brown of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture. If his rulings 
are found to have the force of law, 
it is thought that proceedings will 
be started in the state courts 
against the offenders.

REPORTED FOR WEEK 


Typhoid Fever Has Reached 
Its High Water Mark for 
Year, Says Dr. Haygood. 


Typhoid fever reached its height 
for this year in Georgia last week, 
according to the reports received by 
Dr. M. F. Haygood, chief of the dil- 
vision of contagious diseases of the 
state board of health. Ninety-two 
cases” were reported for the week 
ending Saturday night, which ex- 
ceeds by seventeen the next highest 
week, that of June 28. 

On September 1 the state board 
of health urged througn the col- 
umns of The Constitution that the 
people of the state not already vac- 
cinated for typhoid send for the vac- 
cine and have a physic‘an tnoculate 
them to avoid a possible increase in 
the disease during the month of Sep- 
tember and the first half of Octo- 
ber, the period when typhoid is 
usually most prevalent. 

According to the number of doses 
of vaccine sent out from the lab- 
oratory since this article appeared 
in the paper, the warning went un- 
heeded. The 92 cases last week 


| point to the correctness of Dr. Hay- 
| good’s prophecy of September as the 


real typhoid month. 

The vaccine is available without 
charge for any who will apply for 
it, and state health off:cials strong- 


ily recommend that the opportunity 


be taken advantage of in order that 
typhoid may be kept down this fall. 
Requests for the vaccine should be 
to the state board of 
Atlanta. 

Under the head of contagious dis- 


'easeg 705 cases were reported to the 


state health office. Outside of so- 
cial evil diseases, d:phtheria is in 
the lead, 93. cases being shown. 
There were 86 cases of malaria and 
28 of scarlet fever given in the re- 
port.

SPEEDY RATIFICATION 
_ OF TREATY IS URGED 


Report Deplores Long 
and Unnecessary Delay 
in Committee, Whose 
Recommendations Were 
Foregone Conclusion. 


Washington, September 11.—With 
the submission of the foreign re- 
lations committee minority report, 
the peace treaty with its covenant 
for a league of nations was made 
ready today for the ratification 
battle to be waged about it in the 
senate. 

By general agreement this will 
not begin until Monday. Mean- 
while, however, republicans, claim- 
ing enough votes to prevent ratifi- 
cation without reservations, were 
urged by Chairman Lodge, of the 
foreign relations committee, to stay 
-on the job until final disposition is 
made of the treaty, weeks hence, , 
perhaps. 

With as little formality as that at- 
tending the presentation yesterday 
of the majority report, Senator 
Hitchcock, leader of the administra- 
tion forces, today’ submitted the 
minority report signed by all demo- 


cept Senator Shields, of Tennessee, 
who stood out for reservations to

Urges Speedy Adoption. . 

Without attempting specifically to 
@nswer majority charges against 
certain provisions of the convention 
as brought back from Paris by 
President . Wilson, the minority 
urged speedy adoption without mod- 
ification—or in precisely the form 
laid before the senate two months 
ago. 

Rejection or change, the report 
declared, meant loss by this coun- 
try of all concessions obtained from 
the enemy by a dictated peace, in- 
cluding Germany’s acknowledgment 
of responsibility for the war. Denial 
was made of Chairman Lodge's 
statement that the peace conference 
still was in session for considera- 
tion of textual amendments, the re- 
port declaring that Germany, once 
having signed the treaty, might not 
be disposed to sign it again. 

The minority at the outset charged 
that the treaty could have been re- 
ported out long ago by the commit- 
tee, which wee trying to destroy it 
by reservations. No reference was 
made to republican attacks on the 
award of Shantung province to Ja- 
pan or the inequality of the voting 
power in the league for the United, 
States as compared with Great Brit- 
ain. The report set forth a defense 
and explanation of the league cove- 
nant, described as the best hope of 
the world, “even if like all human 
instrumentalities it be not divinely 
perfect in every detail.” 


Delay Is Deplored. 

Deploring delay to which the doc- 
ument had been subjected, the re- 
port aagerted that the industrial 
world vaas in ferment, the finan- 
cial world in doubt, and that this 
was caused “by the majority of com- 
mittee known to be out of harmony 
with the majority of the senate and 
the majority of the people.” 

Formal reporting of majority and 
minority views was of secondary in- 
terest, however, to continuation of 
private conferences by republicans 
in efforts to agree upon a compro- 
mise reservation program. Senators 
active in the negotiations said com- 
plete agreement was near—one 
which would insure support of all 
forty-nine republicans and _ prob- 
ably a number of democrats. This 
program does not contemplate for- 
mal or informal announcement of a 
compromise in the near future and 
probably not until the close of dis- 
cussion of the treaty, when reserva- 
tions will be in order. 

It was said new assurances had 
been given by Wemocratic senators 
today that modification of the 
Hodge reservations, predicted now 
by leaders of factions advocating 
both strong and mild reservations, 
would make considerable democrat- 
ic support virtually certain. 

Senator Lodge had before him for 
approval of the “strong” reserva- 
tionists, it was said, proposed sub- 
stitutes of the “mild” reservation 
group of republicans. 

Harding for Amendments. 

After the minority report had 
been presented Senator Harding, oc? 
Ohio, republican member of the for- 
eign relations committee, spoke at 
length against the treaty and its 
league covenant, declaring he would | 
vote for amendments. When he 
concluded the galleries broke into 
vigorous applause, which Vice Pres- 
{dent Marshall endeavored to check. 
Warning was given by the vice 
president that the rules committee 
would have to say whether the rule 
against applause during considera- 
tion of the treaty was to be en- 
forced, declaring visitors paid novo 
more attention to standing regula- 
tions “than to a last year’s bird 
nest.” 

Senator Williams, democrat, of 
Mississippi, put into the record an 
editorial from a New York news- 
paper characterizing the Lodge re- 
port as “Prussianized.” All of the 
allies, Senator Williams asserted, 
were “insulted” by the majority re- 
port suggestion that the peace con- 
ference might well be occupied in 
renegotiation of the German treaty 
instead of considering Grecian, Ital- 
jan and other territorial disputes, 

“The spirit of insult,” the sena- 
tor declared, “is oozing out of that 
‘report against everybody in the 
world with whom we are allied.”

Would Sacrifice Concessions. 
“To adopt an amendment or to re- 


ject the treaty means the United 
States will sacrifice all concessions 


secured from 
dictated peace. 


Germany by Aa 
While these conces- 


sions are not so large as those which 


Other nations associated with us 
secure in reparations, they are, nev- 
ertheless, of tremendous importance 
and eould only be secured under a 
dictated peace. Among the conces- 
sions which the United States would 
sacrifice may be included the fol- 
lowing: 

“First. Germany’s acknowledge- 
ment of responsibility for the war 
and her promise to make restitution 
for damages resulting from it. 

“Second. Germany’s promise to us 
in the treaty that she will not im- 
pose higher or other customs du- 
ties or charges on our goods than 
those charged to the most favored 
nation and will not prohibit or re- 
strict, or discriminate against im- 
ports directly or indirectly from our 
country. 

“Third. Germany's promise to. us 
in the treaty that she will make 
no eal nag td in German ports 
On shipping bearing our flag and 
that our shipping in German ports 
will be given as favorable treat- 
ment as German ships receive. 

“Fourth. That for six months af- 
ter the treaty goes into effect, 
no customs duty will be levied 
against imports feom the United 
States except the lowest duties that 
were in force for the first six 
months of 1914. 

“Fifth. Germany’s agreement with 
us that the United States. shall 
have the privilege of reviving such 
of the treaties with Germany as 
were in existence prior to the7>war 
as we may alone desire. 

“Sixth. Germany’s promise to us 
to restore the property of our citi- 
zens seized in Germany, or to com- 
pensate the owners. 

“Seventh. Germany’s very ime 
portant agreement validating all 
acts by the United States and by 
the alien property custodian by 
which we seized and proceeded to 
liquidate $800,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty in the United States belonging 
to German citizens. 

“Eighth, Germany's 
that the proceeds of the sale of 
these properties° may be used to 
compensate our citizens in Germany 
if Germany fails to do so, or to pay 
debts which Germany or Germans 
owe to American citizens or to pay 
American pre-war claims against 
Germany for property destroyed and 
lives taken similar to the losses, be- 
cause of the destruction of the Lus}- 
tania. 

“Ninth. Germany's agreement 
that she will compensate her own 
citizens for property, patents and 
other things belonging to them in 
the United States seized during the 
war by our government. 

“Tenth. Germany's agreement 
that no claims can be made against 
the United States in respect to the 
use or sale during the war by our 
government, or by persons acting 
for our government, of any rights 
in industrial, literary or artistic 
property, including patents. 

Germany’s Shipping. 

“Eleventh. Germany’s agreement 
that the United States shall retain 
over 500,000 tons of German ship- 
ping seized in American ports which 
much more than compensates us for 
shipping lost during the war. 

“Twelfth, we would lose our mem- 
bership on the reparation commis- 
sion which will be the most power- 
ful international body ever created 
and which will have enormous con- 
trol over the trade and commerce 
of Germany with the rest of the 
world for years to come, It not 
only supervises the use of German 
economic resources and the pay- 
ment of reparations, but-it can re- 
strict or expand Germany’s imports 
and distributes much of her desir- 
able exports, including dyes. In no 
way can the United States secure it- 
self against discrimination in. Ger- 
man imports and financial policies

Washington, September 11.—That 
Henry Ford has undertaken the role 
of “angel” to back the “impressario 
tour” of President Wilson by pro- 
viding publicity without requiring 
the president to resort to the usual 
“press agent tricks” of the average 
theatrical star, was the statement 
made in the senate today by Sena- 
tor Sherman, republican, of Illinois. 

The senator said that the Mount

by Mr. Ford, has offered to send 
“daily reports of the reception ac- 
corded the president and his 
speeches in plate form of one or two 
columns, free of charge, transpor- 
tation paid, to such papers as desire 
them.” 

In offering this announcement of 
free service by Mr. Ford, Senator 
Sherman declared he desired five 
minutes of the senate’s time to put 
into the record an article of his own 
which he would entitle “The Presi- 
dent’s Angel.” The official list of 
newspapermen accompanying the 
president included that of Joseph J. 
O’Netil, head of the Mount Clemens 
news bureau as a representative of 
The Dearborn Independent, which 
is published by Mr. Ford. 

Plate Matter Offered. 

“The Western Newspaper Union,” 
Senator Sherman said, “is offering 
boiler plate matter concerning the 
president’s second hegira from the 
seat of government at reduced rates, 
The first hegira was in December, 
Like the faithful Mohammedan, we 
begin to estimate time from the 
first or second hegira of the prophet, 
and the flight of the faithful with 
him at that time. 

“A casual reading of the offer 
discloses that the only cost to the 
receiver is to sign and mail a stamp- 
ed order card sent out by the news 
agency. The daily papers, outside 
of the metropolitan centers, are all 
besieged with offers of this gratuit- 
ous information. Almost anybody 
now can have the latest on what 
the president thinks on the peace 
treaty and the league of nations, 
This is no small boon, because what 
the president thinks today is no in- 
dication of what he will think to- 
morrow. The advantage of having 
daily bulletins on his mental pro- 
cesses and conclusion on or before 
sunrise is worth to the publisher 
of any country newspaper the trou- 
ble of signing the stamped card and 
depositing it in the United St&tes 
mails, 

“An examination of the Western 
Newspaper Union, which [ have 
taken the trouble to make, satisfies 
us that it is not an eleemosynary 
institution. Like other active news- 
gathering instrumentalities, it de- 
sires an income. While it recog- 
nizes that money is the root of all 
evil, it must pay rent and mect 
the customary demands of the em- 
ployees. How it can do so by do- 
nating its news arouses curiosity. 
An investigation I have made, ‘we 
are pleased to announce,’ as the 
theatricals advertisers are wont to 
say, reveals that Henry Ford is the 
financial angel that makes it poss!i- 
ble for every household in the land 
to know what the executiye im- 
pressario is doing every day. 


Income Ample. 


“Mr. Ford is commonly reputed to 
enjoy an annual income of $35,000,- 
000. None of the performers in these 
acts, therefore, need fear any dapn- 
ger of being obliged to pawn their 
baggage or walk home. Henry's 
income is so ample that even the 
humblest member of the political 
chorus need have no fear. Mr. Ford

“These are some, but by no means 
all, of the value concessions which 
the United States would inevitably 
sacrifice by failing to ratify the 
treaty. This failure would be just 
as complete if we adopt an amend- 
ment to it as if we rejected th:3 
treaty absolutely. In either event, 
we would find ourselves at the end 
of the war, it is’ true, but without 
any peace or terms of peace with 
Germany. We would have abandon- 
ed our disgusted associates and we 
would be reduced to the necessity 
of seeking a negotiated peace with 
an angry Germany on such terms 
as she would be willing to accord. 
Against Amendments, 


“We are, therefore, without any 
qualification, against amendments, 

“We are aware that the claim has 
been set up that one of the pro- 
posed amendments which relates 
only to the league of nations does 
not require the assent ot Germany. 
This is based on the fact that Ger- 
many is not yet a member of the 
league of nations and may not be 
for several years. The answer is, 
however, that the league covenant 
is a part of the treaty, and the 
league, which is mentioned in many 
places in the treaty, has much to 
do with German affairs. even though 
Germany is not a member. Ger- 
many, in agreeing to the treaty, has 
assented to the provisions of the 
covenant and one of the provisions 
is that it can only be amended by 
the action of the league, which has 
not yet started, ratified by all the 
mémbers of the council, which has 
not yet organized, as well as by a 
majority of the members of the as- 
sembly. It is obvious, therefore, if 
it is to be amended in any other 
way, Germany’s assent will be just 
as necessary ras to any other arti- 
cles of the treaty. 

“The reservations proposed by the 
majority of this committee are of 
such a character as at once betray 
their authorship. They are the 
work of senators organized for the 
purpose of destroying the league, 
and, if possible, defeating this 
treaty. ‘Their phraseology is such 
as to make their purpose plain. 
They are in no sense interpretative 
reservations *to be used to make 
clear language in the treaty that 
might be considered doubtful, but 
they are so framed as to receive the 
support of senators who desire the 
defeat of the treaty. 

“While masquerading in the guise 
of reservations they are in faet al- 
terations of the treaty. They have 
all the vices of amendments and the 
additional vice of pretending to be 
what thev are not. Presented as 
parts of the resolution to ratify the 
treaty, they would, in fact, if adopt- 
ed, result in its defeat. All of thera 
apply to the league of nations sec- 
tion of the treaty. Those who op- 
pose the league of nations realize 
that it is invincible on a square 
fight. and they hope to destroy it 
by this indirection. The league of 
nations has stood the test of world- 
wide critcism and unlimited attack 
It stands today as the only hope for 
world peace. After all the assaults 
of many months its purposes arid 
provisions stand out clearly defined, 
unaffected by criticism and unyield- 
ing to attack. 

“We renew our recommendations 
that the work of the peace confer- 
ence be confirmed. the will of the 
people fulfilled and the peace of the 
world advanced bv the ratificatioa 
of this treaty—‘the best hope of the 
world’'—even if like all human in- 
strumentalities,xit be not divinely 
perfect in every detail.”

dinary treaty. It was not merely 
a treaty with Germany, he said, but 
a treaty affecting a settlement of 
the affairs of the world. 

“And it is this treaty or no 
treaty,” he added. “It is this treaty 
because there can be no other. 

“This settlement is the first in- 
ternational settlement that is based 
upon the happiness of the average 
people throughout the world. It is 
a people’s treaty, and I venture the 
prediction that it is not wise for 
parliaments and congresses to at- 
tempt to alter it.” 

It is a severe treaty, the presi- 
dent went on, but justly so. Some 
of the men who had called it un- 
duly harsh, he added, were criticis- 
ing the administration a year ago 
because they thought the United 
States would be too easy with Ger- 
many. 

“They were pitiless then,” he said; 
“they are pitiful now.” 

Fought for World Redemption. 

The American dead in the war, 
Mr. Wilson declared, had fought 
not for the redemption of America, 


but for the redemption of the world. 
It was one of the hardest of his 
trials during the war, he said, to 
be able merely to direct the policies 
of the nation ana not to “take a 
gun myself.” 

The basic principle of the treaty, 


said Mr. Wilson, was that the ter- 
ritory everywhere belongs to tne 
people who live upon it, It was 
the laborious work of many minds, 
he added, and “have very few com- 
promises in it,” following in genera 
American specifications. Should it 
fail, he declared, it would be im- 
possible to get together again the 
elements necessary to make a new 
settlement. The United States either 
must take the treaty, he said, or 
play a lone hand in world affairs. 

“If you’re going to play a tone 
hand,” said he, “the hand that 
you play must have a weapon in it. 
And the weapon must be all the 
young men of the country, and the 
business of the country must pay 
the piper.” 

There was a spirit of unrest ev- 
erywherg he continued, and it was 
the province of the treaty to ser. 
up an industrial democracy as well 
as a political democracy. He con- 
tinued that there were domestic 
questions to be settled in that con- 
nection because there could be no in- 
dustrial democracy as long as mo- 
nopolies existed. 

He was interrupted by applause 
when he added: “And we have not 
yet finished with the monopolies,” 

Citing again the upheaval in Rus- 
sia, the president asked if his hear- 
ers had not seen evidences of the 
spread of the unrest. It was the 
“dread” of every statesman in Eu- 
rope, he continued, and a propagan- 
da was spreading it in*tthe United 
States.

“There are apostles of Lenine in 
our midst,” he said, “and it means 
to be an apostle of darkness. Our 
business is to see that no minority, 
no matter how rich, no matter how 
poor, shall get control of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

The purification -of political con- 
ditions never could be accomplished 
until the treaty was accepted ana 
peace established. Some men de- 
bating the treaty, he added, seemed 
to think there was “leisure,” but 
there should be no leisurely discus- 
sion of such an issue. 

Repeating declarations made in 
his previous addresses, the presi- 
dent said that the whole heart was 
in the provision for discussion and 
arbitration of international con- 
troversies. 

“You can’t hate a fellow you 
know,” said Mr. Wilson. “I know 
some crooks that I can’t help lik- 
ing.” ad 

The league may not prevent all 
wars, he said, but 10 per cent insur- 
ance was better than none, 

Saying he had heard that “radi- 
calism” pervaded the west, Mr. Wil- 
son continued: “There’s only one 
way to beat radiecuwtism, and that is 
to deprive it of food. The only 
way to keep men from agitation 
against a grievance is to remove the 
grievance.” 

He added that as long as there 
were things that should be correct- 
ed he did not ask that men stop ag- 
itating, but requested only “that 
they agitate in an orderly manner.” 

Got It; Don’t Like It. 


Mr. Wilson read from a naval ap- 
propriation bill passed by congress 
during the war requesting the pres- 
ident to try to secure an interna- 
tional court to settle international 
disputes and accomplish disarma- 
ment. 

“And now they've got it,” he con- 
tinued, “they don’t like it. It came 
much sooner than they expected and 
apparently took them so much by 
Surprise that it confused their 
minds.” 

Mr. Wilson sa‘tl he “repudiated” 
the suggestion that the other na- 
tions were not acting in good faith 
in forming the league and asked 
that any instance be cited in which 
France, Italy, Great Britain or Ja- 
pan haw not fulfilled their promises. 

“Japan has kept her engage- 
ments,’ said the president, adding 
that he had the fullest confidence 
that all the league members would 
act in good faith. 

The president said he was “just as 
sure of what the verdict of this na- 
tion will be as if it had already 
been rendered.” His contact With 
the plain people had convinced him, 
he said, that the United States 
wanted the league of nations. 

Text of Speech. 

The text of President 
speech, in part, follows: 

“My fellow citizens, Germany tried 
to commit a crime against civiliza- 
tion and this treaty is justified as 
a memorandum to make Germany 
pay for the crime ordered up to her 
full capability for payment. 

“Some of the very men who 
are now characterizing this treaty 
as harsh are the same men who, 
less than twelve months ago, were 
criticising the administration at 
Washington in the fear that we 
would compound the crime. 

“They were pitiless then—they are 
pitiful now. 

“T am amazed at the 
that we are forgetting what we 
“ent through. There are some in- 
dications that on the other side of 
the. water they are about to forget 
what they went through. 

“IT appeared once in the presence 
of a little handful of men whom I 
rever, who fought in the civ:l war 
and it seems to me that they fought 
for the great principle in their day, 
and we know with what reverence 
we look upon these men who fought 
for the safety of the nation. I say 
this, although I was born below 
the Mason and Dixon line. We are

Labor Conference. 


“Many of you know that I have 
called a conference to sit in Wash- 
ington the first week of next month; 
a conference of men in the habit of 
managing business and of men en- 
gaged in manual labor; what we 
generally call employers and em- 
ployees; and I have called them to- 
gether for the sake of getting their 
minds together, and getting their 
purposes together; getting them to 
look at the factor of our life, at 
the same time, in the same light and | 
from the same angle so that they | 
can see the things that ought to 
be done.

BUTH CLAIM VICTORY 


Omsk, September  11.—General 
headquarters of the Kolchak army 
announced today that the offensive 
was being carried forward success- 
fully along the whole Siberian front. 
The enemy is being driven back ey- 
erywhere with severe losses, the an- 
nouncement says, and has been com- 
pelled to abandon prisoners and im- 
portant booty. 

The announcement of the general 
offensive was first made yesterday 
when stubborn fighting was report- 
ed in the direction of Yalsotorov- 
sky and Ksorgan. These two towns 
are about 200 miles west of Omsk. 
The result of the fighting was re- 
ported to have been the retreat of 
the bolshevik forces with the Joss 
of many prisoners and much mate- 
rial. 

The report from 
stantial successes by the 
army follows a wireless dispatch 
from bolshevik headquarters in 
Moscow, in which it was claimed 
that Admiral Kolchak’s. southern 
army had been decisively defeated 
and that its surrender was expect- 
ed. The scene of the fighting de- 
scribed in the Moscow message was 
about 400 miles south of the two 
towns mentioned in the Omsk dis- 
patcna.

M’CALLIE EXPLAINS 
GAS WELL PHENOMENA 


Dr. S. W. McCallite, state geologtst, 
on Thursday explained the phe- 
nomena of a gas well found on the 
farm of R: F. Burch, Jr., near East- 
man, concerning which articles have 
appeared in the middle and south 
Georgia papers. 

Some time ago Mr. Burch wrote 
Dr. McCallie that while boring an 
artesian well several hundred feet, 
gas began to flow up the pipe in 
enormous quantities. He asked that 
if possible an expert be sent down 
to determine the nature of the gas. 

Dr. McCallie assigned IL. P. Teas, 
assistant geologist, to examine the 
well when he is in that vicinity the 
latter part of this month, but in the 
meantime he received several com- 
munications from Mr. Burch which 
led him to conclude, with a resonable 
degree of certainty, that a blowing 
well has been discovered. 

Mr. Burch has written that the 
gas is not inflammable, which is an 
indication that it is not the result of 
oil occurrence. It apparently has 
no odor, which is another test lead- 
ing Dr. McCallie to believe that Mr. 
Burch has found a blowing well. 

These blowing wells, Dr. McCallie 
says, are rather common in south 
Georgia, and are sometimes pro- 
duced where underground streams 
pass from one bed of rock to another 
in their subterranean course, form- 
ing waterfalls which possess all of 
the essential conditions necessary 
for producing an air blast and thus 
gives rise to continuously blowing 
caves or springs. He suspects that 
the gas is nothing more than a cur- 
rent of air freed from an under- 
ground cavern.

Topography—The topography of the sec- 
The hills, which 
vary in height from 100 to 150 feet above 
the valleys, are the result of surface erosion 
and are quite irregular in outline. The 
streams are quite numerous and sluggish, 
with a prevailing southern trend. Broad, 
nearly level valleys, often swampy along 
the larger streams, are characteristic fea- 
tures of the section. The maximum eleva- 
tion of the ~highest hills is approximately 
500 feet above sea level. 

Geology—aAll of the hilltops in the vicinity 
are capped with the Burwell formation, 
which consists of chiefly red sands, yellow- 
ish clays, fossil-bearing chert and beds of 
fuller’s earth, the lower part being maris 
and thin beds of limestone with Jackson 
fossils. The maximum thickness of this for- 
mation probably nowhere exceeds 120 feet. 

Immediately below the Burwell forma- 
tion occurs the cretaceous beds, ‘which are 
to be seen exposed along all the streams. 
These beds belong to the lower division of 
the cretaceous group and consist mainly of 
coarse sands, sandy clays and beds of white 
clays. The total thickness of the cretaceous 
in the western part of Washington county 
is probably not over 400 feet. 

The cretaceous beds are underlain by the 
crystalline rocks, consisting of granite and 
gneisses, These rocks come to the surface 
some 10 or 12 miles north of the oil pros- 
pect and dip to the south at 50 or 60 feet 
per mile. Should this dip continne the 
erystalline rock wonld be enconntered fn a 
deep well at the. ‘‘oil seepage’’ at 500 to 
G00 feet from the surface if not at a less 
depth. 

Oil Seepage. 

The Oil Seepage—The oil seepage which is 
reported to have been discovered by some 
road hands in the early spring is located 
in a drain ditch at the side of a _ public 
road. The only point at which the gasoline- 
like odor was distinctly perceptible at the 
time of my visit was in a shallow excava- 
tion (now protected by a small house) in 
the drain ditch not over three feet deep. 
The odor seems to be confined to one or 
more small seams in a rather reddish or 
brownish sandy clay more or less mottled 
with whitish bloches and streaks. The ma- 
terial with which the odor is associated 
belongs to the upper beds of the cretaceous 
formation and is apparently near the contact 
of the overlying Burwell formation, rem- 


nants of which are to’be seen on the hill |

The oil reservoir may he either sand, 
sandstone or limestone, and in’ anv case 
it alwavs lies above the shales or limestones 
from which the oll originates. 

The third factor above mentioned {a the 
cover. This is always an impervious strat- 
um of shale or celav forming the reof of 
the reservoir and thereby preventing the 
oi! from escaping to the surface.

In applying the principals here enumerat- 
ed to the locality under consideration we 
should look first for the source of the oil 
or gas, that is, a clay, shale or lime- 


stone carrying a high percentage of car- 


bonaceous material. 

Yhere are only two formations of sedi- 
mentary origin in the region that could pos- 
sibly carry carbonaceous material which 
might give rise to oil or gas, namely the 
Burwell formation and the cretaceous group 
of strata referred to above under gevlogi- 
Below these fuormations is 
the granite and granite-like rocks which are 
practically barren of carbonaceous material. 
As the Burwell formation is quite limited 
in thickness and carries but little car- 
bonaceous matter it might be eliminated as 
a source for the commercial oil or gas. 
This leaves as a possible source the cre- 
taceous sands and clays which in ‘places 
carry considerable carbonaceous material 
but probably not in sufficient abundance 
to give rise to commercial gas or oil. 

The second condition necessary for the 
accumulation of oil namely the reservoir, is 
met wit in the sands of the cretaceous. 
These beds are usually good water carricrs 
and under the proper conditions might also 
act as reservoirs for ojl and gas. 

The third condition, the overlying Im- 
pervious clay or shale, is in part fulfilled 
by the fuller’s earth beds of the Burwell 
furmation but as this is often cut through 
by all the main streams it could hardly be 
considered as a suitable covering, except in 
small local areas. 

The fourth essential condition namely, the 
anti-clinal fold or dome-shaped arch, as far 
as known does not occur in the region un- 
der consideration, There are humerous 
dome-shaped hills and ridges in the sec- 
tion but they all are due to erosion and not 
to folds or uplifts in the underlying strata. 
The different formations seem to have a 
gentle dip of not more than 50 or 7) feet 
per mile to the south.

Food Plan for City Workers. 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

A plan for reducing the high cost 
of farm produce to the employees of 
business houses and factories of the 
city has been suggested by Lewis 
Taylor, general secretary of the In- 
diana Federation of Farmers’ asso- 


ciations. Mr. Taylor would use the 
headquarters of the federation as a 
pooling center for the farmers to 
deliver their produce and for the 
employees of the industries through 
agents to buy the foodstuffs. 

The plan, Mr. Taylor believes, 
would eliminate the food speculators 
and materially lower the cost to the 
consumers, 

The farmers, he believes, will fa- 
vor this method of disposing of their 
produce. Farmers, he pointed out, 
do not wish to lose the time required 
in selling to the consumer directly 
either from the curb on market or 
by peddling produce through the 
streets. He does not care to become 
the distributing as well as the pro- 
ducing medium. 

‘be aid both the consumer and pro- 
ducer the federation might send out 
a field secretary, who could list the 
kind of produce and note when it 
will becdme available, Mr. Taylor 
said. The business and factory in- 
terests should appoint a representa- 
tive who would attend to taking or- 
ders, collection and distribution of 
the foodstuffs. This plan of bring- 
ing the consumer and producer in 
closer contact with each other, Mr. 
Taylor believes, would be successful 
and would result in reducing mate- 
rially the cost of living.

This was in 
the days of long ago when

and reform.” In those days the tax 
eaters, or, in other words, the na- 
tional employees, formed a negligi- 
ble percentage of the population, 
but even then the tendency of bu- 
reaucracy to propagate itself at an 
alarming rate was evidant and care- 
ful politicians saw the 
were keen to avert it. 

The great 
this, however. Today, nine months 

fter the armistice, the growth of 
public departments and their em- 
ployees continues unchecked and the 
voices raised against it are few 
and feeble. Occasionally a newspa- 
per or a public man greatly daring 
ventures on a protest, but they are 
immediately snowed under by a 
storm of protests and explanations, 
declaring that the country will be 
ruined unless this or that depart- 
ment is strengthened or its person- 
nel increased or this or that new 
department is created. 

A return which has just been pub- 
lished by the British treasury shows 
that one in every hundred of the 
population of the United Kingdom 
is on the national pay roll. This 
figure takes account only of the 
departments of the national govern- 
ment and takes no heed of the thou- 
sands more employed by municipali- 
ties, boards of guardians and the 
scores of other public and semi- 
public bodies which infest the Brit- 
ish isles. What a tax the mainte- 
nance of all these tax eaters is on 
industry can readily be realized. 

282,420 on Pay Roll. 

According to this return the total 
number of persons on the national 
pay roll on August 1, 1914, was 
282,420. On November 11, 1918, the 
date of the signing of the armistice, 
this number had grown to 420,510, 
and on March 31 last, the date up 
to which the return was compiled, 
the number of national tax eaters 
was 397,285. Since then 1 am in- 
formed there has been an increase 
and the number today is probably 
equal, if not greater, than that on 
the day of the armistice, 

Some of the details of this great 
army of tax eaters are interesting. 
Some of them, of course, are ac- 
counted for by the creation of new 
departmems, but the greater num- 
ber simply represent the swollen 
growth of old departments of state. 
For instance, the air ministry. 
which had no existence at the be- 
ginning of the war, had a staff of 
4,646 persons on armistice day. On 
March 31 its numbers were 4,090. 
The admiralty swelled from 4,366 at 
the beginning of the war to 15,902 
last March, and the war office from 
1,636 to 14,222. The ministry of food 
which, of course, had no existence 
before the war, now has a staff of 
6,010, while the foreign office has 
jumped from 187 to 938, and the 
board of trade from 2,635 to 6,789. 
Nearly every department in fact, 
shows an increase. 

Cost of Bureaucracy. 

No figures are published showing 
the additional cost of the bureau- 
cracy, but it is certain that this is 
even heavier in proportion than the 


increase in number, for the tendency 
all through the war has been to 
raise salaries of public employees 
and the usual check exercised by

At the moment there is no sign 
of any effective movement for na- 
tional economy, but it must come 
soon if England is not going to sink 
under the burden of taxation. At 
present the basic figure of income 


tax stands at 6 shillings in the 
pound, which is equivalent to 30 per 
cent. Smaller incomes are allowed 
certain concessions which bring the 
rate down somewhat but supertax 
the larger incomes running to 
high as 50 per cent balances 
this. Roughly speaking it is fair 
to say that Englishmen are paying 
one-third of their income in direct 
taxation to the national government. 
On top of that there are direct mu- 
nicipal and local taxes and indirect 
national taxes represented by cus- 
toms and excise charges. It might 
not be an exaggeration to say that 
the common Englishman has to sur- 
render half his income to meet the 
cost of government of various kinds. 
Of course, he mav escape some of 
the indirect taxation by avoiding 
the consumption of taxed articles 
and some of the municipal taxation

Of Commercial Sahd 
Are Found in State 


While extensive deposits of com- 
mercial sand have been observed by 
field agents of the state geological 
department, I. P. Teas, assistant 
State geologist, states that the 
greatest drawbacks to the develop- 
ment of the sand and gravel depos- 
its of the state are the unfair freight 
rates, high labor cost and the lack 
of knowledge of conditions. 

In the report read by Dr. S. W. 
McCallie, state geologist, before the 
geological board Thursday, the fol- 
lowing account of Mr. Teas’ investi- 
gations is made: 

Mr. L. P. Teas, assistant state geologist, 
during -the quarter studied the sand and 
gravel deposits from Sparta by the way of 
Macon to Columbus and thence to Griffin, 
Athens, Atlanta and LaGrange. His route 
then followed the western border_of the state 
by Carroliton and Rome tw Chattanooga,

U. §. TO INVESTIGATE 
MILK BUSINESS HERE 


Department of Justice to In- 
clude Dairies in Probe of 
Alleged Hoarding. 


Milk prices came into prominence 
again Wednesday when announce- 


ment was made by L. J. Baley, chief 
of the department of justice here, 
that he would include an investiga- 
tion into the milk situation with 
the thorough probe agents of his 
department have been making into 
food hoarding and profiteering in 
Atlanta. 

Every member of the office was 
out Wednesday morning starting a 
search to find out if complaints of 
unfairness in milk traffic are justi- 
fied. If any cases of outright 
profiteering are found, Mr, Baley 
said that he would immediately 
turn them over to the district at- 
torney for prosecution. 

Mrs. Newton C. Wing. chairman 
of the specal committee of the At- 
lanta Federation of Women’s clubs, 
appointed to improve conditions re- 
garding the sale of milk, is co- 
operating with Mr Baley and she 
has furnished him with data col- 
lected by her during several months 
of investigation. 


Powdered Milk Situation. 

Among the statistics is a report 
showing the large amounts of pow- 
dered milk various dealers had on 
hand when visited by representa- 
tives of the United States public 
health service some time ago. Pow- 
dered milk will enter into the in- 
vestigation only if it is found that 
dealers are selling it at fresh milk 
prices, unlabeled. 

While there has never been any 
attack upon powdered milk, as such, 
in Atlanta, there have been fre- 
quent and repeated charges that 
some dealers here were using much 
of this reconstituted milk in thelr 
retail trade, selling it as fresh 
milk and for the same prices, The 
search to be made by the depart- 
ment of justice is expected to fur- 
nish much light on this situation. 

Official figures show that much 
of this concentrated food is being 
bought by local dealers, who use it 
in ice cream and other products. If 
they also employ it making milk 
for sale to distributors there have 
been no bottles so marked. 


Law on Subject, 

To sell re-constituted milk with- 
out labeling is a violation of the 
national law, according to Dr. ar- 
vey SBS. Tiley, author of the pure 
food and drugs act of conrress. 
While there is no state law in 
Georgia forbidding the sale of this 
powered milk without a label, Dr. 
Peter Bahnsen pointed to a ruling 
made March 25, 1918, and published 
as an addition to the 
and drugs law. 

This ruling provides that manu- 
factured milk must be sold in con- 
tainers plainly marked “Manufac- 
tured milk” and that all processed 
cream must be handled the same 
way. 

There is, however, no system de- 
signed whereby the sale of manu- 
factured milk may be kept up with, 
there is no law compelling the 
dealers to report their possession of 
the product or a penalty attached 
for a failure in this respect. 

That is why, Dr. Bahnsen says, 
there was an effort made to intro- 
duce into the last legislature a 
measure making up for all these 
deficiencies and giving the ruling 
the full effect of law. . 

Mrs. Wing expressed the opinion 
Wednesday that while there is need 
here of the re-constituted milk to 
prevent any shortage, its compe- 
tition with fresh milk is doing 
serious injury to the dairy industry 
of the state, which should be care- 
fully guarded and protected.

JOHNSON OWNED STOCK 
IN BOSTON AMERICANS 


President of the American 
League Admits Ownership 
During Mays Hearing. 


New York, September’ 11.—Ban 
Johnson, president of the American 
league, admitted today on the wit- 
ness stand before Referee Gillespie, 
that he was interested in the Bos- 
ton American league club’ while 
that club was owned, from 1911 to 
1914, by James McAleer and Robert 
McRoy. The hatter, now deceased, 
formerly was Johnson's personal 
secretary. 

The testimony was given at a 
hearing before trial of the New York 
‘club suit to restrain him perma- 
nently from interfering with the 
use of Pitcher Carl Mays, recently 
purchased from Boston, 

Johnson said he had advanced the 
money that McRoy put into the 
Boston club in 1911. While McAleer 
was on the world tour with the New 
York Giants and Chicago White Sox 
in 1914, the club was sold to Joseph 
J. Lannin, when Johnson withdrew 
his interests. 

McRovy returned to Johnson's of- 
fice after the sale of the Boston club 
to Lannin, but became vice president 
and a stockholder of the Cleveland 
club whenthat club was purchased 
by interests controlled by J. C. Dunn 
in 1915. MecRoy held that office at 
the time of his death. Johnson tes- 
tified here last week that he at- 
tended stockholders’ mectings of the 
Cleveland club to represent the Mc 
Roy interests. 

The fact that Johnson had been 
interested in the Boston club came 
up while Johnson was being ques- 
tioned as to his alleged animosity 
against Harry Frazee, the present 
Boston owner, said to have been re- 
flected In the case of Pitcher Mays.

All the time 
he was giving signals by words 
which were concealed in the torrent | 
of yells and the stream of talk. 

Once I was tipped to a certain | 
sgnal Jénnings used, and was sur- 
prised to hear him giving orders 
openly, telling the batter and base 
runner in plain words what to do, | 
but in the steady stream of talk he 
poured out, no one excepting those 
for whom they were meant, heard 
them. 

The use of verbal signals becomes | 
dangerous when the crowd gets 
noisy. The coacher at first base 
may use. verbal signals, but tne 
third base coacher should use only 
signs with hands or arms. Prior 
to a play the field is comparatively 
quiet, but when a batter has hit the 
ball and a base runner is circling 
the bases, the noise increases and 
in the jumble of yells and calls 
the runners are liable to be de- 
deceived. 

Frequently the defens've players, 
when they know the attacking team 
is using spoken signals, im'‘tate the 
calls and sometimes mislead a run- 
ner. as in the famous case when 
Jake Beckley started to score from 
second on a two-base hit, turned 
back when close to the plate be- 
cause he heard onw or the defend- 
ine team order him to go back, ana 
slid back to second just as the bat- 
ter slid from the other side of the 
bag. 

The signaling from the bench has 
been greatly overdone in recent 
years, and too little has been left 
to the judgment of batters and run- 
ners in the attacking department.

Committee From South to 
Appear Before the Com- 
merce Commission. 


On Monday, September 16, the 
interstate commerce commission 
will open a hearing In Washington, 
D. C., of vast importance to com- 
mercial interests in the south, 

The United States railroad ad- 
ministration has referred to the in- 
terstate commerce commission for 
its recommendsctions the question 
whether freight races on traffic 
shipped from points south of the 
Ohio river and Virginia gateways 


to points south of the Ohio river 
should be increased to che extent of 
15 per cent of the amounts received 
by the northern lines out of such 
through traffic. 

Opposes Inerease. 


On account of the great impor- 
tance of the question the Southern 
Traffic league, one of the largest 
organizations of shippers in the 
country, has determined to appear 
at the hearing and put in testimony 
in opposition to such increases in 
rates on through traffic from the 
north to the south. The Southern 
Traffic league will take the posi- 
tion that the existing through rates 
from the north to the south are al- 
ready disproportionately high in 
comparison with rates between 
points in the north, and that any 
additional increase in through rates 
inte the south would further aggra- 
vate that discrimination, The league 
will contend that if the railroads op- 
erated north of the Ohiasriver and 
the Virginia cities require more 
revenue it should come out of traf- 
fic shipped wholly between points in 
the north instead of traffic shipped 
from the north to points in the 
south. 

Cotterill General Counsel, 

The Southern Traffic league will 
be represented at the hearing by its 
general counsel, Charles E. Cotterill, 
of Atlanta, who is associated with 
the firm of Moore & Pomeroy. 

Among the principal members of
